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UNEMPLOYMENT PUZZLE 
* From the United States News comes some au ­ 
thoritativ e statistics reg arding the u nemploy ­ 
ment situ ation and the reasons why it remains 
a g rav e issu e despite some improv ement in bu s­ 
iness activ ity . 
“In 1929,” say s this newspaper, “the cou ntrjr 
had a labor force of 37.7 million, and, of these, 
36.1 million were employ ed. At the present time 
the labor force has increased to 43 million, bu t 
jobs are av ailable in bu siness and indu stry for 
only 33 million workers.” 
The total amou nt of u nemploy ment has re­ 
mained at a hig h lev el becau se of the g rowing 
nu mbers of people who need work. Ev en thou g h 
the present statu s of employ ment is approach­ 
ing that of the prosperity era, the jobless su r­ 
plu s continu es to ex ist by reason of a steady in­ 
crease in the ranks of elig ible workers. 
It is apparent from this analy sis th at bu siness 
conditions will hav e to be bettered to a point 
making possible the absorption of approx imate­ 
ly 5 00,000 additional employ es each y ear if the 
cou ntry is to m aintain the same balanfce between 
av ailable labor force and real employ ment that 
prev ailed at the beg inning of the depression. 
We hav e here a problem that will baffle econ­ 
omists as well as bu siness and indu strial leaders. 
And, qu ite obv iou sly , it will be necessary for the 
g ov ernment to prov ide max imu m co-operation 
with priv ate enterprise, oV bu siness stimu lation 
will nev er be able to ov ercome the obstacle of 
constant inflation of the ranks of people in need 
of jobs. 


CONFISCATORY TAXES 
The Brooking s Institu tion, at Washing ton, one 
of the mpst reliable and impartial research or­ 
g anizations in the cou ntry , has issu ed a report 
which declares that the federal tax sy stem mu st 
be drastically rev ised, becau se ex isting lev ies are 
choking the flow of priv ate fu nds into inv estment 
channels. 
Among other thing s, the institu te su g g ests 
abolition of the tax on intercorporate div idends, 
su bstantial redu ction of su rtax rates on incomes 
in the hig her brackets, abolition of the tax on the 


u ndistribu ted profits of corporations, elimination 
of the normal income tax on corporate div idends 
and disreg ard of capital g ains and losses in com­ 
pu ting tax es on corporation incomes. 
All these reforms are so manifestly necessary 
that it is hardly necessary to point them ou t. 
The worst featu re of many of these tax es is that 
they reflect an activ e hostility to bu siness. They 
were born in a spirit of class hatred and the 
mania to “swat the rich.” 
If the administration shou ld retreat from this 
attitu de it wou ld be more important than any 
one reform, itself. 
Ex perts in the treasu ry department hav e ad­ 
mitted that the income tax rates in the hig her 
brackets hav e reached a point where the law pf 
diminishing retu rns beg ins to operate. In other 
words, more actu al rv eenu e wou ld be brou g ht in 
if the rates were not so hig h.* Rates which ru n 
as hig h as 79 per cent become practically con­ 
fiscatory , especially when taken in connection 
with the inheritance and g ift tax es. 
The capital g ains tax is a monstrou s dev ice. It 
is the essence of u nfairness. At the v ery least, 
losses shou ld be offset ag ainst g ains ov er a reas­ 
onable period of time if bu siness is to be allowed 
to accu mu late any thing . 
Ag ain, the whole idea behind the tax on the 
u ndistribu ted profits of corporations was u nsou nd 
and has been u nprodu ctiv e. The depression has 
been sev ere enou g h, bu t it wou ld hav e been mu ch 
more so if many corporations had not accu mu ­ 
lated reserv es with which to cu shion the shock. 
They spent 20 billion dollars more than they 
earned in the first y ears of the depression, ju st 
to keep the wheels tu rning and to g iv e workers 
a chance to liv e. 
And y et the tax on u ndistribu ted profits wou ld 
make su ch reserv es difficu lt if not impossible 
hereafter and at the same time it has brou g ht in 
little rev enu e. 
Stu rdy Pat Harrison su cceeded in modify ing 
this tax considerably and its repeal wou ld hav e 
more of a psy cholog ical v alu e than any thing 
else, bu t this wou ld be g reat and as we hav e in­ 
dicated is the one thing bu siness requ ires almost 
as mu ch as concrete reforms.

THE WHITE MAN IN AFRICA 
(Refer to Maps Nos. 31 and 32 
in y ou r Historical Atlas). 
Lack of space prev ents u s 
from following the trail of the 
white man throu g hou t all of his 
piratical career in the Far East. 
We hav e seen that the Japanese 
were the only nation of all the 
so-called heathen nations of that 
reg ion who were able to check 
the whites. The brown man and 
the black man were helpless. One 
by one, the nations and the is­ 
lands of Asia and the Sou th Seas 
came u nder Eu ropean control, 
u ntil there was little left for the 
brown man to call his own. Hol­ 
land and France did v ery well 
for themselv es, bu t by far the 
most su ccessfu l land-accu mu la- 
tor was Eng land. For, in addition 
to India and Bu rma and a mu lti­ 


tu de of smaller territories, she 
also claimed and settled Au stra­ 
lia and New Zealand—down to 
the sou th and east of Asia in the 
Pacific Ocean. 
The actu al conqu est of the 
g reat African continent beg an in 
18 30—the French sending an ex ­ 
pedition to occu py the city of Al­ 
g iers becau se the Su ltan of that 
pirate town had slapped the 
French consu l with a fly swatter. 
The French captu red both the 
Su ltan and the fly swatter—and 
sat down in Alg iers to stay . Ev en­ 
tu ally they ex panded their Al­ 
g erian territory u ntil they con­ 
trolled all of the Sahara Desert 
and almost all of the northwest 
part of the continent. 
Many y ears before this was 
completed, the Eng lish had per­ 
mitted Du tch farmers to settle

way down at the sou thern tip of 
Africa. After the Du tch had 
su cceeded in partly 
enslav ing 
and partly ex terminating 
the 
black Kaffirs, and had demon­ 
strated that a white man cou ld 
profitably eng ag e in farming in 
that part of the world, the Eng ­ 
lish repented of their arrang e­ 
ment and started annex ing the 
lands of the Du tch—who by then 
were calling themselv es Boers. 
Each time the Eng lish g rabbed a 
section of the dev eloped Boer 
cou ntry , the Boers mov ed farther 
inland 
and 
established 
new 
farms. Then the Eng lish troops 
wou ld mov e in on them ag ain— 
and the Boers wou ld mov e ag ain. 
The process was almost ex actly 
like that which the Ru ssians u sed 
in pu shing across to the Pacific 
Ocean behind the fring e of Cos­ 
sacks. There was fig hting be­ 
tween the Boers and the Eng lish, 
which ev entu ally led to the Boer 
War and the final costly v ictory 
of the Eng lish that g av e them 
u ndispu ted title to a g reat new 
empire in the sou th of Africa— 
an empire which absorbed im­ 
mense German lands after the 
World War—and which became 
a separate British dominion as a 
resu lt of that war. 
The rest of Africa was rapidly 
div ided between the v ariou s Eu ­ 
ropean land-g rabbers. Germany 
and Portu g al and Spain and It­ 
aly entered into a race to seize 
ev ery av ailable part of the con­ 
tinent. In 18 30, when the French 
occu pied Alg iers, probably not 
ov er fiv e per cent of Africa was 
in the hands of the white man. 
Eig hty -fou r y ears later—at the 
ou tbreak of the World War—al­ 
most none of Africa was in the 
hands of the black man or the 
Arab or the Tu rk. 
In 18 8 2 the British had mov ed 


Ra y mo nd’s 
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— Of — 
Red Clo v er, Burdo ck, Sen­ 
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into Eg y pt—their ex cu se being 
that British inv estments in that 
cou ntry were endang ered by fi­ 
nancial chaos. Almost immedi­ 
ately they beg an to penetrate 
sou thward throu g h the Su dan 
territory —which they definitely 
annex ed. To the east of Eg y pt 
the French had du g the Su ez Ca­ 
nal between the Mediterranean 
and the Red Sea—thereby mak­ 
ing it possible for ships to sail 
from Eu rope to Asia withou t g o­ 
ing arou nd the African contin­ 
ent. This canal was du g by a 
French corporation, headed by 
that same de Lesseps who failed 
in the later French attem pt to 
dig the Panama Canal. The Brit­ 
ish bitterly opposed the dig g ing 
of the Su ez Canal becau se they 
felt that it wou ld ru in the bu si­ 
ness of their colony at Cape 
Town, down at the sou thernmost 
tip of Africa. When they cou ld 
not stop the dig g ing , short of de­ 
claring actu al war on France, 
they qu ietly bou g ht u p a ma­ 
jority of the capital stock in the 
canal company —and then the 
Su ez Canal belong ed to Great 
Britain. 
Little remains to be said abou t 
Africa. The failu re of the Ger­ 
mans to secu re a g reater share 
of that u nfortu nate continent 
was one of the chief cau ses of 
the World War—and when that 
conflict was ov er the Germans 
had lost all of their lands in Af­ 
rica—mostly to the British. 
Eg y pt finally won a sort of pa­ 
per independence from Eng land. 
The chaotic Eg y ptians can ru n 
their own cou ntry and make cer­ 
tain treaties and collect tax es 
and thing s like that—so long as 
they ru n it the way the British 
want it ru n—and permit Eng ­ 
land to keep troops and warships 
at certain points in Eg y pt. Bu t 
to the sou th Of Eg y pt the British 
now own or control solid block of 
territory which ex tends the en­ 
tire leng th of the African con­ 
tinent. 
The last chapter in African 
history was the theft of Aby s­ 
sinia 
by 
the 
Italians. 
This 
mou ntainou s territory has been 
occu pied by v ariou s black tribes 
since before the dawn of history . 
They professed a deg raded form 
of Christianity —they were ru led 
by a hereditary emperor who u s­ 
u ally clamed descent from an il- 
lig itimate offspring of the Qu een 
of Sheba and King Solomon— 
and their cu ltu re had not pro­ 
g ressed bey ond widespread slav ­ 
ery and fig hting with spears and 
g oing naked. 
In the earlier history of the 
cou ntry an Italian army had 
mov ed ag ainst them—and the 
sav ag es had practically annihil­ 
ated the Italian force at Adowa. 
Italy —already in possession of 
nearby Eritrea and Italian Som­ 
aliland—had long cov eted Aby s­ 
sinia—and the su ccess of the 
Japanese in seizing Manchu ria 
encou rag ed Italy to attack. 
In October, 1934, the Italians 
av eng ed the defeat of Adowa by 
captu ring that place. On May 5 , 
1936, the Italian army was in 
possession of the capital city of 
Addis Ababa—and on Ju ne 1st of 
that y ear Aby ssinia, Eritrea and 
Italian Somaliland were melted 
into new colony of Italian East 
Africa—and the last free nativ e 
cou ntry of all Africa was a thing 
of the past.

ON FEDERAL CHARGE 


New York , Ju ne 4 (&)—Former 
Fed eral Circu it Cou rt Ju d ge Mar­ 
tin T. Manton was conv icted by 
a Fed eral Cou rt ju ry last nigh t 
of conspiracy to obstru ct ju stice 
and to d epriv e th e United States 
of h is impartial serv ices.

Benjamin Gold er of Manton’s 
cou nsel ask ed th at bail be con­ 
tinu ed for Manton pend ing th e 
filing of a motion for a new trial 
or notification of intention to 
tak e an appeal to a h igh er cou rt. 
Manton’s bail is $10,000. His 
cod efend ant, Spector, *is h eld in 
$17 ,000 bail. 
Neith er Manton nor Spector 
sh owed th e sligh test trace of 
emotion as th e ju ry annou nced 
its v erd ict. 
Th e continu ance of bail was 
granted and a h earing on a mo­ 
tion for a new trial was set for 
Ju ne 20. 
Fed eral Ju d ge W. Calv in Ch es- 
nu t of Mary land , wh o presid ed 
at th e trial, remark ed signifi­ 
cantly th at if th e motion were 
d enied , sentencing wou ld follow 
immed iately . 
Manton’s face was red as th e 
ju ry ’s d ecision was annou nced . 
His ey es, wh ich seemed d immed , 
blink ed rapid ly sev eral times and 
h e leaned forward pressing two 
fingers against a flesh y ch eek . 
His cod efend ant, Spector, re­ 
mained impassiv e.
